Lumber Mill 
Seeks Land 


‘For Operation 


Board members and the indus- 
trial committee of the East Jordan 
Businessmen’s Association have 
been ‘discussing the possibility of 
aiding a large sawmill operation 
to move to East Jordan. 


Sterling Nickerson, of King- 
sley, near Traverse City, a vet-, 
eran sawmill overator has pur- 
chased timber rights on Fox 
Island. fromthe Conservation 
department. 7 


‘Nickerson and his associates 
have made several trips to Hast 
Jordan to secure a site for landing 
lumber ‘boats and sawing up the 
lumber. 


The operation, Nickerson, 
said would employ about 40 
men on the Island next summer 
and about 15 here at the mill. 
He expects the operation will 
last about three years. 


The lumber would be cut on the 
Island, shipped to East. Jordan by 
boat, sawed and shipped down 
state and out of state.

WHEN A PLANT COMES TO TOWN 


Plan State Meeting To. 


Discuss City-Indu Industry Health

What happens in the interest of 
community health when much 
sought after industry comes in? 


This question, which is the cen- 
tral theme of the Seventh Annual 
Michigan Rural Health Confer- 
ence, will be fully explored and 
studied when the two day session 
opens at the Bencroft Hotel, Sag- 
inaw on Jan. 14. 


Top resource persons from in- 
dustry, medicine, public health, 
chambers of commerce and econ- 
omic development will meet with 
the representatives from all areas 
of Michigan to exchange ideas and 
review case studies. 

According to authorities fami- 
liar with conference activities, 
this will be the first time that lea- 
ders from the various interests will 
meet together to explore avenues 
of mutual interest. 


In a statement issued today, E. 
H. Wiard, Lansing, secretary of 
the conference said, “the import- 
ance and timliness of this subject 
is evidenced by the intense inter- 
est and enthusiasm shown by in- 
dustry and the other participating 


_|groups.” 


“It is obvious’ Wiard pointed 
out “that industry has developed 
splendid health programs for their 
employees while they are on-the 
job, but it is up to the individual 
and the community to provide the 
factors for healthy living while 
he is off-the-job.” 

To learn how this is being ac- 
complished in various areas of the 
state, the conference program 
will feature such qualified persons 
as Otto K. Engelke, M. D., Ann 
Arbor Director Washtenaw Coun- 
ty Health Department, who was 
faced with many public health 
challenges as Willow Run grew 
from a corn field to one of the na- 
tion’s important rural production 
centers, 

- Another’ resource person well 
qualified to discuss the question 
realistically, will be Phillip Moore, 
Detroit, director Employee and 
Plant Community Relations, Car- 
boloy Co., which now has a siza- 
ble out-state plant under construc- 
tion at the small town of Edmore, 
in north central Michigan.

PAT CLEARY SAYS: | 
State Secretary 
Speaks Out For 
Straits Bridge 


I have long been favorable to 
the building of a bridge across the 
Straits of Mackinac and have re- 
peatedly asserted that position. In 
creating the Mackinac Bridge Au- 
thority, the Legislature seemingly 
established the principle of fin- 


ancing through the issuance of re- 
venue bonds. 


In doing so they decided against 
pledging the full faith and credit 
of the State at this time. 


Furthermore the Republican 
State Convention in August 1952 
adopted the following resolution: 


“We favor prompt construction 
of a Mackinac Straits bridge, fin- 
anced by the sale of revenue bonds 
as authorized by the Republican 
Legislature and we commend their 
action in that regard.” 


It seems to me that the Admin- 
istrative Board has before it a 
single question. Whether the pro- 
position presented by the Auth- 
ority is soundly in keeping with 
Legislative intent. 


If, at sometime in the future to 
avail ourselves of a lower interest 
rate the legislature sees fit to put 
the proposition to the people on a 
refunding basis it can well be done 
under the terms of the indenture 
which provides that the bonds are 
redeemable at any interest date. 


This it seems to me places with 
the Legislature thé responsibility 
for submitting to the people a pro- 
posal such as Mr. Brake made 
Tuesday if in their judgement it is 
proper thing to do. 


In any event I think that oe 
a position is clearly a legislative_| 
perogative and I am quite content 
that they exercise it if they see fit. 


I am sure that the Legislature 
in their wisdom will safeguard the 
interest of. the people under their 
elective responsibilities. 


I am optimistic that the con-

That’s been the thought behind 
the East Jordan American Legion 
Auxiliary’s community Christmas 
program for many years. 

And this year as legion mem- 
bers and friends work night 
and day preparing gifts for the 
needy the thought is the same: 
“No child without a Christmas.” 

Thora Kotowich, community 
service chairman for Unit 227 
has been busy buying toys dolls, 
food and clothing to be put into 
boxes for needy families. 

How did it all start, this open- 
ing of hearts and giving of pre- 
sents through the Auxiliary? 

Charter member of Unit 227, 
Martha Kamradt, who has been 
an active member through the 
years says: 

“I believe it started during 
the depression. Letters were 
/ written to Santa, and the Am- 
erican Legion Auxiliary helped 
him fill the orders. 

“At that time money was very 
searce and none of us had too 
much but we tried to share and 
helped those who were in need. 
Many hours were spent sewing, 
making clothes for school child- 
ren tieing quilts, and making com- 
plete layetts for the welfare.” 


GIFTS FOR WARMTH 


Shoes and stockings were main 
items children needed in order to 


go to school. 

A tag day on the streets each 
fall helped raise funds for the Au- 
xiliary to buy shoes and stockings 
and in some cases underwear. 

Legionaires went to farms and 
brought in surplus potatoes or 
vegetables and stored them in the 
basement of the A and P store, 
‘one farmer butchered a hog and 
gave it to them. 

- This food was issued to families 
as needed along with government 
surplus food which the Legion 
had charge of issueing. 

Some of the boys ‘met the. fish 
boats as they came in early. in the 
mornings and took the undersized 
white fish, some of these were ta- 
ken around to the needy right a- 
way. What was left was salted 
down and given out daria the 


| winter. 


It was during this time that the 
first Christmas shows were given 
for the school children. The Le- 
gion gave out nuts and candy to 
each child. 

The Auxiliary had to look after 
the children while in the show 
and each member was responsible 
for two rows of. children. 

To be able to go to a show those 
days was a rare treat, and one 
that the children all looked for- 
ward to.” ; 

The program has been carried 
on through the years with varia- 
tions. When Christmas boxes were 
first given out old dolls, and toys 
were repaired and used, but there 
was never enough to go around. 

.. The idea of a new doll for ev- 
ery girl and a new toy for the boys 
was born and the Auxiliary ap- 
pealed to the women of East Jor- 
dan to dress a doll. The response 
was spontaneous. Now each year 
some women look forward to dres- 
sing a doll as part of their Christ-

ber Company was burned to the 
ground Wednesday evening,* en- 
tailing a loss of approximately 
$25,000 partially covered by in- 
surance. The fire discovered about 
6:00 started near the boiler room. 
A high north wind was blowing 
and before the department could 
respond to the alarm the’ plant 
was a mass of flames reaching 
high in the skies. The, Firemen 
bent every energy to saving the 
adjoining buildings and property | 
and succeeded. 

|. Fortunately the wind was rae 
the lumber yards-which are fill- 
ed and this valuable product was 
untouched by ‘the flames. The 
planing mill and other buildings 
were also saved. Burning embers 
were carried over half a mile. Mill 
A, received several of the embers 
several fell on Main Street. Plans 
are already underway for the re- 
building of the burned mill and 
the cost of this mill probably run 
over $20,000. The boilers are in- 
tact and it is thought the big en- 
gine is still usable. Plans are be- 
ing made to get Mill A, which is 
now being operated during the 
day, in a working condition that 
will warrant a continuous run of 
day and night during the remain- 
der of the winter months so the 
men made idle by the fire will 
have steady employment. ,

_ East Jordan Sets Pattern 
5 For America’s Small Towns 


BY MARSHALL SAYLES 


This is the story af a group of businessmen who pulled themselves 
and their community up by their own bootstraps, who put new life into 
a city sick with confusion and lack of progress. 


It is a heartening story of what 


faith and determination and coop- 


eration can do for those who are willing. 


No one dreamed it could be done in 33 secarabiata malar! progress 


doesn’ t move that rapidly. 


But in East Jordan the people willed it so and it has happened. 

Alarmed businessmen took the lead—men who feared for the com- 
munity as well as their own business activities. Twenty three families 
had left town in the fall; more threatened to leave.. 

Seven business places closed doors. Others tried to hold on. 


Time was running out when three merchants mapped a dangerous 
course of action. Dangerous for it could mean the last time commun- 
ity interest might be whipped to a feverish pitch for years to come. 


Failure could mean a terrific jolt to a community that was sliding 


with no brakes. 


For years downstate industrial 
centers had been a mighty lure to 
workers with flat pocketbooks. 
And “everything that can be done 
to stop it has been tried time and 
time again.” 

* a * 

SO IT WAS A tongue-in-cheek 
community that heard the three 
merchants’ report that more em- 
ployment for the residents was 
their goal. 


Without funds, without an or- 
ganization to back them, and with 
no influence in industrial areas, 
the men laid their plans: Find a 
large, healthy manufacturing 
plant willing to locate in East Jor- 
dan. 


Albert Sinclair, M. N. McDan- 
iel and Bud Hite were not look- 
ing back at the failure of similar 
efforts. Their minds were on what 
was going to happen. now. What 
had to happen in East Jordan. 

And the action during the 


months that followed set a pre- 
cedent among the underdog small 
towns of America. 


The moment the men made 
their decision they went into ac- 
tion, They talked with a few more 
merchants and one year ago, Dec- 
ember 26, 1952, they called a 


|town-wide meeting at the Ameri- 


can Legion hall. There they. an- 
nounced their. intentions -to fifty 
wondering residents. 

They needed an organization to 
back them. They needed funds and 
above all the complete coopera- 
tion of the entire 2,000 popula- 
tion. 

_® * * 

THESE MEN HAD NO back- 
ground for the thing they were 
about to do. One was a theatre ow- 
ner, one a druggist and another 
an automobile dealer. But with 
the Faith and cooperation of the 
community they would try. 


McDaniel was named chairman 
and a group was formed to be 
known. as the East Jordan Busi-

The chairman spoke at length 
and Sinclair, who had been named

Industry could be brought to 
East Jordan if the people would 
eooperate. 

* * * 

NOT ONLY DID they need 
their cooperation but also their 
money. Trips should be made to 
industrial centers. There would be 
telephone calls, travel costs and a 
secretary’s expense. 


Chris Tayler was named .mem- 
bership chairman and annual dues 
was set at fifty dollars per mem- 
ber, an_ unknown figure among 
north Michigan civic groups. 


Taylor, a clothing merchant and 
later mayor, arose and told the 
group that any man who knocked 
the effort would not be asked to 
join or could be expelled if he had 
joined.

THIS WAS THE real sign that 
they meant business. And’ after a 
brief silence a voice said from the 
floor: “I have griped and talked 
about the situation of East Jordan 
long enough. Now I’m ready to go 
to work.” 

The words caught, and a rumble 
went through the crowd. One by 
one the men arose and paid their 
first dues. Membership grew to 
sixty almost immediately. 


with a without-hope attitude to a 
virtual beehive of civic activity. 


Chairman McDaniel was call- 
ing two and three meetings a week 
sometimes board members. met 
with their industrial corporation 
two and three times a day as let- 
ters and telephone calls changed 
eurrent plans. 

TWO EXCELLENT proposit- 
ions with manufacturing plants 
failed, but the committees were 
too busy with a third prospect to 
worry about it. 

By now the association was of- 
fering land and a new building to 
any manufacturer who would fit 
into the community. 


The association received the 
services of a local contractor, 
Donald Clark, They asked him to 
draw up plans and prints for a 
proposed _30,000 square -.foot 
building requested by a prospect. 


Committees were sent out to 
obtain options on vacant land. A 
research employment office was 
set up in the East Jordan News- 
Herald where names were taken 
of those who would work here if 
a factory. was obtained. 


*® ¥ * 


THE PROSPECTIVE factory 
owners gave the association a 
deadline. They would sign an a- 
greement to move here if a build- 
ing could be started by Septem- 
ber Ist. This news electrified the 
community. 


‘The building would have to be 
constructed with steel jconcrete 
and glass. The nearest cement 
plant was on strike and steel 
would have to be ordered immed- 


“Siately to assure delivery. 


No one mentioned the gum ball 
factory that had come to town and 
gone broke, or any of the other 
manufacturing schemes which had 
cropped up and failed in the past. 
For there was no time for criti- 
cising or remembering. 


Every person knew the officers 
elected to the new. association 
were determined to “go it alone” 
if ‘necessary. That they meant 
business. 

The enthusiasm expressed by 
both McDaniel and Sinclair that 
night captured the imagination of 
those present; and that’s what 
they wanted. The residents want- 
ed an organization with leaders 
who meant business, who were 
determined to let nothing stand in 
their way. 

* * * 2 

EVERYONE WAS TIRED of 
talking about the telephone, tele- 
graph and electric companies that 
had moved offices out of town to 
service the community from lar- 
ger cities. They were tired of 
watching industrial centers take 
away their neighbors and school 
graduates. 


Immediately the association 
formed another group, The East 
Jordan Industrial Development 
Corporation, an organization - set 
up to handle financial matters be- 
tween any prospective plant own- 
ers and local businessmen. 


They named an industrial com- 
mittee to make personal contact 
with various plants down state. 
Fifteen prospects were listed and 
placed in the active file. 


% * * 


THEY ASKED Huckle’s Studio 
of Photography to prepare a pho- 
tographic brochure and named a 
committee to help. 

The book contains pictures of 
all important city buildings and 
the general ‘physical features of 
East Jordan; also a complete story 
of the community which any man- 
ufacturer would want to know. 

All this happened within two 
weeks of the time the three busi- 
nessmen first mapped their plan 
of action. 


And within three weeks every 
needed man and’ woman with in 
the city was moving with lighten- 
ing speed and accuracy. 


Suddenly the city had switched 
from an un-organized community 


At this point the association 
found themselves faced with pros- 
pects of raising $90,000 from am- 
ong residents. They ‘asked for 
pledges to see if the money was 
available. 

The group asked the State Bank 
of East Jordan for a $30,000 
pledge and got it. They raised 
$20,000 more in 48 hours through 
$1,000, $500, and $100 pledges. 
Within two weeks the total am- 
ount had been pledged.

POSTMASTER TOM St. Char- 
les kept a daily account of pledge 
money on a public thermometer 
at the post office building. 

After the association had been 
operating two months, men were 
slapping each other on the back, 
laughing and looking forward to 
the future of the city. Men with 
differences of opinion had got- 
ten together, were working to- 
gether and enjoying it. 


A brand new spirit of coopera- 
tion, friendliness and determin- 
ation had swept the city. 


Chairman McDaniel and Sin- 
clair worked night and day nego- 
tiating with plant officials. They 
were aided constantly by Howard 
Porter, president of the State 
Bank; Chris Taylor, now mayor; 
Keith Dressel, Minnie DesJardins, 
Frank Nachazel Leo Sommerville, 
Robert Campbell, Bud Hite, Bill 
Huckle and a long list of others 
who joined committees, 

* * % 

EVERY MERCHANT in the 
community stood in readiness to 
help and they acted quickly when 
called upon. 

Businessmen were reluctant to 
leave town overnight for fear 
fresh information concerning the 
plant would need their attention. 


The merchants sat down and 
discussed the rapidly moving ev- 
ents, looked to their industrial 
corporation for advice. Money for 
a factory building and the dead- 
line stared them in the face. 


If the building was to be started 
September first they would have 
to order steel now. And that’s 
what they did—$22,000 worth of 
it—without funds and without de- 
finite assurance the factory would 
be moved here. And shortly after- 


ward they ordered enough glass

AT THIS POINT the men had 
no time for fear, they were opera- 
ting upon faith and determinat- 
ion. 

August 28, 1958, Albert Sin- 
clair, M. N. McDaniel, Bud Hite 
and Chris Taylor watched a bull 
dozer start the clearing of 5 acres 
of land within the city limits. 

Within 90 days there would be 
a modern factory upon that site. 
Donald Clark ‘contractor, was on 
the job. : 


That was 231. days after the 
three men had sat down to a table 
and decided to get a new factory 
located here so the residents could 
have employment at home, where 
they wanted to live. 


The residents wanted the fac- 
tory so badly they made their con- 
struction fund pledge money good 
within two weeks after it was 
called in. Many borrowed to con- 
tribute. 

* * * 

NINETY PERCENT of the 
merchants paid their dues to the 
association. Cost to the associa- 


.jtion for their work in locating the 


factory was unbelieveable. It to- 
taled about $2,500. 

Today, one year after M. N. 
McDaniel, Bud Hite and Al Sin- 
clair had their original discus- 
sion, the factory building is com- 
pleted. More than 100 workers 
will be employed in a short time. 

Reaching success within the 
first year, the association is con- 
stantly alert to the community’s 
welfare. Other manufacturing 
prospects have been checked since 
the new factory building got. un- 
derway. Currently the group is 
working with a firm which may 
provide employment for 15 local 
workers. 


Every man and woman in East 
Jordan is proud to have played a 
part in the constructive change- 
over of the community. 


East Jordan’s civic progress 
within the last 12 months is with-

Use of drugs for a one-two 
punch against tuberculosis was 
this week described by Dr. Jos- 
eph Egle medical director, North- 
ern Michigan State Sanatorium, 
Gaylord. ; 

In an appeal on behalf of the 
1953 Christmas Seal Sale, now 
drawing to a climax here, Dr. Egle 


would have been classed as hope- 
less just a few years ago are being 
helped by combinations of drugs. 

In many cases, he said, the 
drugs streptomycin, PAS and is- 
oniazid, together with surgery,. 
make it possible to save lives from 
the disease, 

Dr. Egle warned, however, that 
tuberculosis “is a stubborn, per- 
sistently dangerous disease.” 

In the interest of public health, 
ithe northern. Michigan sanatorium 
doctor urged continuing the drive 
to rout out TB, 

By having TB check-ups, by) 
supporting health departments, 
and through purchases of Christ- 
mas Seals, Dr. Egle said northern 
citizens can keep gaining ground 
against tuberculosis. 

He declared: “Because of the 
record of progress in this cam- 
paign, an investment in Christmas 
Seals is an investment in a proven 
product .. - an investment in 
health ... in life, itself.” ‘
